Presentation of these medals began when President Washington realized 
the need to conciliate Indians who had supported the British in the 
Revolutionary War. Large silver medals were sent to the southern tribes by 
special agents. In 1792 General Putnam took 4 silver medals with him to 
Fort Washington for distribution to Indians northwest of the Ohio. To quiet 
disturbances among the.Creeks and engage their military services, James 
Seagrove distributed four silver medals to the Creeks via Jack Kinnard, 
himself a Creek chief. In 1792 Governor Blount delivered "two great silver 
medals" to the Choctaw nation and "great silver medals" were sent 0 
Piamingo and two other principal chiefs of the Chickasaw.

In comparing the Winterthur piece with the Prucha illustration 
there are the following items to note: 


There are 14 arrowheads on the Winterthur item whereas there 
are only 13 on the Prucha item. 

There are no dots within the stars over the eagle’s head on 
the Winterthur item whereas there are dots on the Prucha item. 

The arrows cross over the top of the talon on the Winterthur 
item whereas they are within the talon on the Prucha item. 

There are 14 leaves on the olive branch on the Prucha item. 
The Winterthur item has 11 leaves above the talon and a peculiar 
leaf like thing attached to the stem end below the talon. 

The Winterthur item has a horizontal man’s curly head on the 
ground with no indication that it was a design on an oval shield. 
There is no perimeter to the shield indicating the artist didn’t 
know it was a sheild. 

The Winterthur item has the horizontal plow elements mixed up 
in that a member is behind the upright and attached to the bar 
between the plow handles. 

The ground on the Winterthur item is composed of all 
intermittent dashes while the Prucha itme has alternating 
continuous lines and intermittent dash lines. 

The field of the Winterthur item is perfectly smooth and has 
no imperfections, dents, or abrasions whatever.

I am in receipt of your letters dated August 28 and September 6. I am pleased 
that the photographs of the medal arrived safely. 


I note your comments regarding the medal in comparison with the Prucha 
illustration... Clearly, there area number of differences between the two- 
The principle features that I find bothersome are the apparent 
misunderstanding of subject matter as evidenced in the plow, the discarded 
grotesque shield and the arrows passing through the eagle’s talons. 
Furthermore, I am uncomfortable with the execution of the engraving; it seems 
to lack what I would call technical expertise, the kind of expertise I would 
expect an eighteenth century engraver to bring to his work. 


Your point about the lack of imperfections in Ene: body ‘of (cae medal. ene 
evidence of wear and use one might expect if the medal had been worn around 
the neck, is well taken. Unfortunately, these are clearly suggestive, but not 
definitive with regard to pronouncements about authenticity. My inclination 
is to not accept the medal as genuine, but I cannot be dogmatic. 


The medal has been analyzed. I include a copy of that analysis in the entry, 
in Ian Quimby’s recent catalogue of the Winterthur silver collection. As you 
will see, Ian accepts the medal as genuine and appears to have not found the 

source from which Mr. du Pont purchased it. 


Any further insights you are able to develop about the medal will be most 
welcome.

Thank you for your 9/15/95 letter with enclosures relating to the 1789 Indian Peace 
Medal matter. 


The spectrographic metal analysis of your medal shows lead as 6.1% on the loop. 
I would guess this could be from the solder with which the loop is attached to 
the rim. 


The 6.1% mercury on the rim is so great that it could have been applied to brighten 
up dull areas on the rim or brighten the solder holding the rim to the plate. 


I cannot find any normal reason for anyone to gild the rim, and if it were gilded 
then it would not not be as much as 1.7% gold. 


Perhaps another analysis which would avoid soldered areas would be helpful. I 
think the matter is important enough to test further. 


I am sharing my correspondence with Alan Stahl of the American Numismatic 
Society in New York.

Thank you for sending along the correspondence concerning the 1789 
Wintherthur Indian Peace Medal. It would be interesting to examine the piece 
closely to investigate the style of engraving; that on our 1789 is 
significantly different from the standard 1792, 3, and 5 pieces. Their 
spectographic analysis is very interesting. Leaving aside the issue of the 
rim contents, the main feature to me seems to be the rather high level of 
trace gold and the general silver content above sterling level. To me this 
would suggest pre-nineteenth century refining, though I’d certainly want to 
compare it with other analyses of colonial-era American silver. I assume 
that it was by this comparison that Quimby included the piece in his 
catalogue without question. Of course, any modern forger could have melted 
down colonial plate or coins to produce this. In the end, I think a final 
decision on all of the hand-engraved pieces will have to be based on a 
careful comparison of the iconography and the method of manufacture of as 
large a corpus as can be assembled. 


All is well here; I have returned from a glorious week in Mantua and am 


getting back to the Venice book after five months of other activities. Look 
forward to seeing you at the Annual Meeting. Until then, best wishes.

As you said in your September 19, 1995 letter to me there is 
a 1789 Washington Indian Peace medal at Winterthur. It was 
recently pronounced genuine by Ian Quimby in a book on early 
American silver at Winterthur, based primarily on spectrographic 
analysis. I obtained a photo of it from Winterthur and all of 
their detail and wrote them about its major inconsistencies. I am 
about 90 % sure it is a fake. They apparently agree with me but 
it’s against policy for them to say anything is a fake. I enclose 
copies of correspondence, etc. If you are making a special trip 
to see it you may be wasting your time. 

I have located two more examples other than the ANS piece and 
am studying these without reaching any conclusion as yet. This 
stuff is very tough to authenticate.

Thank you for sending along the “Indian Peace” medal. In my opinion, any truly 
meaningful analysis would cost some money, and if the owner doesn’t want to get 
involved, then a detailed analysis will probably not be done. If an analysis were to 
be conducted and the piece was thought to be genuine, then, of course, the cost of 
the analysis would pale into insignificance in view of the value of the medal, 
which could be in the tens of thousands of dollars. 


My own offhand comments are as follows: The piece seems to be suspect, for the 
following reasons: 


1. The loop is mounted parallel with the face of the medal, whereas suspension 
the loop should be oriented perpendicularly. In the loop’s favor is the fact that 
it is slightly thin at the top, which might indicate wear. 


2. Another suspicious aspect is that the medal shows oxidation at the centers, as if 
someone may have tried to artificially age it, but there are not the usual dents, 
marks, etc., that would be associated with an Indian Peace medal that has been 
used. Most particularly, the high rim shows no dents or marks at all, whereas if 
it had been awarded and used, there would have been many dents. 


3. Regarding the style of engraving, a detailed analysis would involve examining 
this side by side with other pieces believed to be genuine. While this piece iS 
not signed by Richardson or anyone else, it probably is the situation that 
awarded medals were only done by a small circle of engravers. Thus, the 
engraving style, depth of the cuts, exact shape of the letters, etc., could be 
compared with others and some conclusions made.

4. Regarding the metal, as mentioned to you on the telephone, it would be 
desirable to test the silver to compare its content with Washington Indian Peace 
medals that are believed to be genuine. There should be some similarity. On 
the other hand, if the alloy proved to be, for example, 90% silver and 10% 
copper, it could be rejected as having been made from melted down coins— 
etc. Similarly, the solder (which is remarkably free from any marks or damage) 
could be checked to determine the trace elements and the percentages thereof. 


5. I would imagine that an analysis as just mentioned would cost, say, $1,000 to 
$3,000 including travel to see other specimens. Certain of the tests could be 
performed in an economical sequence that would lessen the cost at the outset, 
if, for example, the metal content proved to be incorrect (in which instance the 
medal would not need to be compared side by side with others). 


Eric, in essence, I am not particularly excited by this piece, and view it with a bit 
of skepticism. However, as noted, tests would tell the story. 


! think it best to send it back. Please share these comments with the owner and 
also my appreciation for having the chance to give it a quick review.

Peace & Friendship UMO, 124.9 grams, silver, polished, some dents, 
24 inches in diameter, Ralph Budd of Chicago donor in 1953, XF. 


2. Pierre Chouteau Medal, bright copper electro faces cleaned with 
thick pot metal sandwich filler exposed on rim, given in 1920 by 
Mrs. Pierre Chouteau III Claims suspension attachment part of 
copper surface. 


3. 1871 Grant 2} inch. 1871 24 inch diameter 97.7 grains given by 


Richard Hawes in 1960 worn appearance, dull - appears to be dark 
silver gray in color - very suspect. 


4. 1829 Andrew Jackson, silver, 2 inch diameter proof polished and 
lacquered 53.9 grams (Chouteau source) 


5. 1837 Van Buren, 1 15/16 inches, 52.8 grams, heavy dents on edge, 
silver surface. (Chouteau source) 


6. 1857 Buchanan 2 3/8 inches in diameter, 99.7 grains, edge dents, 
silver surface (Chouteau source) 


7. Andrew Jackson 1829 2 3/8 inches in diameter 94.7 grains, 
polished silver surface (Chouteau source) 


8. John Quincy Adams 3 inch in diameter, 159.9 grams, dents, edge 
bang (Chouteau source) 


9. Monroe 1817 3 inch 168.3 grams, silver, well toned, nice edge. 
(Chouteau source)
